Bingiii- whose interest it seems to be 
run jof ^late, respp.q,ting, an^eflbrt ■jyhich, 
was'made to obtain ,. a more efficient 
mail service. The Pederal repres- 
entative for the. District had yerp pro- 
perly set omfoot a petition asking for a 
weldymail service throughout tho year. 
No sooouer did UuHbecomo known than 
the afprVdaid clique sprang to" the front 
with the cry, "Death to Victoria! We 
desire'difeot 'connection with 'Wash- 
ington Tcnitoiy;" and they succeeded 
in packing a meeting andcaiTyiug res- 
olutions really aiming at an abandon- 
ment of the service between Victoi in 
and that place and the establishment 
of ii fioi'vico bctwoou the latter and 
Semiahmoo. True, the schonio wan 
subsequently slightly modified ; but 
such was the primary object of thc 
fiank movement referred to. Having, 
at the time,- pointed out tho unwiHilom 
of tho unreasonable demands ])ut for- 
ward by the clique, na calculated to 
prevent any improvement in tho mail 
sei-vice, our little oontempory flew at 
UB like a cat and declared that we 
were actuated by a desire to iuquro 
New Westminster. Tho loading Otta- 
wa journal come.s to us witli a pondor- 
oii.s leading article, taking sub.stan- 
tially tho same ground we took. After 
reviewing the whole subject of mail 
service in this Province and compar- 
ing it with that of other Pro^•incos in 
ord3r to show how liberally Columbia 
has been dealt with iu this rospt'ct, ii 
goes on to point out the unreason- 
ableness of the demands put forward 
by the clique, very con-ectly attribu- 
ting the suicidal action to "sectional 
jealousy, one of tho worst evils 
^vhieh can alUict any coniumuity," 
and remarks, "In all earnestness, we 
advise our friends in British Colum- 
bia to divest themselves of the - idea 
that by extravagant or-audacious ask- 
ing thay are likely to improve tho ad- 
vantages which may be (;onferred upon 
them, and to endeavour, instead of in- 
dulging iu jealous wrangling about 
the facilities ofibrded to any particu- 
lar district in their own Province, to 
pursue such a policy of local improve- 
ment as will iu time draw to theii- 
shores such an iunreasod population as I j >.y such a bloo 
will justify tha Douiiniou authorities Times, 
in satisfying their most ardent desires. 
They should never forget that they ai*e 
an integral pai-t of the Dominion, and 
that when they advocate extravaganco 
in any branch of tho public service, 
they give their consent to a policy 
productive of disasti'ous consequences 
which will sooner or later recoil upon 
their own heads. i\Ioveovor, tho more 
reasonable their demaiulsaro in the 
meantime, the more likely are tliey to 
be regarded with attention. It \\ (->uld 
indeed be a sorry day for the wholo 
Dominion that the idea should he pei - 
mitted to go abroad that any of tiio 
various Provinces which conjpoBe it 
was attempting to create irritation by 
the unreasoiuibJe prodigality of her 
demands, or by asldiig that whirh it 
would bo Tuifair to any other proviuco 
or 2)rovincc's that she should receive. 
The peojjle of New Westminster had 
better leave this matter in the haiuls 
of their representative in Parliament, 
and may tiiink tlieniselves luclcy if 
they get even that which ho scenis to 
think it would not bo improper to 
ask," It would be too much to ex- 
pect the "Herald" to act upon the 
above sensible advise; for there is too 
much reason to Ijclieve tliat tho true 
interests of tho District and mure es- 
pecially the true interests of tlic Pro- 
vince are a mere secondary c(jn.'iidera- 
tioujwith it.

ycarii in the Illinois State. Prison. On 
obtaining liia release Adams went to Now 
York, where he remained about one year, 
(luring wliich time ho committed two 
murders, botii of his victims in that oity 
being men unknown to him. On« wns ii 
oOnntrymiui whom ho enticed to the out- 
skirts of tho city, and obtained about S2,- 
01)0 on hiH liody. After Icavini; Now York 
ho was engaged in a Borios of robberies 
tlirou^^h the Soutlieru HtntBs. He return- 
ed to Baltimore and murdered a prosti- 
tute iu that city. Subsequently he com- 
mitted ft murder in Louisville and ono in 
IMompIas, but of tho r.iuncs of his vietini3 
ho liiul no knowledge. 

Adiinis left Now Orleans about the time 
of tlio l)i-P;iking (Uit of tlio war ruid went 
to Vera Cniz. Prom tlicueo ho wont to 
tho city of Mexico, and camo to Mazatlau 
about ten years ago. Since his sojonra 
hove he was widely known and generally 
feared, his place being ono of tho most 
notorious rende/.votia of des]30frto char 
actor on tho coast. Ho finally mot his 
fate at tho hands of a Spanish g.imblor, 
named CJonzalos, in a drunken quurrel 
over a throw of dice. He leaves between 
815,000 and §18,000, in cash or its equiv- 
alent, a.s tho result of bis career' of atro- 
cious crime, which ho has willed to a 
.-■istor; sr.p|io,si<(l to 1)0 Id.s only living re- 
lative, wlio ri'siilc-; at Shc-ni(dd, Enuland.

Granted. ]3 ut to what Church cer- 
tainly not to tho so-called "national" 
church aa ;itpiesoiit l\y law r-ntablish- 
ed, for she has been in existence but 
little more than 2(IOycai-s, -wliilsi many 
of the oudowment.s date from before 
^Ife Norman 00 nquost, and the .great 
%Vl\\i of thorn as early as the 14th cen- 
tury. From a very o.irly period until 
tho iiino of the llerormation tho re- 
ligion of iho "National" Church was a 
confused medley oi tJliri.stianity , su- 
lierstitiou and idolatry, aud cannot, 
therefore ,rb^.ndeutitied with bhe pre- 
sent Established Ohurch. It is a mat- 
ter of history that during- the Protoc- 
tor.ito inany beiiclieoH were hold by 
the iudepeudeuts, aud a few by some 
less influential sects. In 1661 tho 
"jiious" Charles II. aijpointed a com- 
mission "to advise ujoon and revise 
the Book of Common Prayer." After 
some opposition this work wnsaccom- 
plished, and the act of unifonuity 
paw.sed, which enacted that all persons 
holding ecclesiastical benefices should 
publicly give their assent to the Book 
of Comiiion Prayer as then revised 
boforo the 'J.l 111 id' August noxt ou- 
Hiiiiig. i t IS stated that on the Sun- 
day ]n'ecoiliiig that dale litlDO jiastors 
took leave of their flocdcs — thrust out 
because they r(>f\is(!d to submit thoir 
eonsciences to bo fluttered by Act of 
Parliament. Then followed a series 
of pursccutioiiH that should make every 
houost Cliurelnuan blush to think of. 
Tl^e Corporation Act, IGGl, debarred 
Jissontors from holding Municipal np- 
pointmcnts; tho Conventicle .\ct, KKi-i 
aud 1(370, made it a penal olTence for 
more than live persons, in addition to 
the occupioiH, iu iissciiible in a house 
to worship God in n way their con- 
Bcionces could approve. The Five 
!Mile Act, 1665, imposed n fine of £40 
ou any dissenting 3Iinistor who cnriio 
within live miles of any corporate 
to-wu, and tho Test Act of iGi3 exclu- 
des dissenters from any civil or mili- 
tary commands. To this list of relics 
of a barbarous age may be added tho 
exclusive possession of the endow- 
ments and jiatnjiiago of the State bj 
the present J'lst.ablislKKl ('huroh , hap- 
pily about the last Burviviiig instance 
of the abuse of power in this matter, 
and one that must ere long bo, like 
its predecessors, swept away before 
the tide of liberal progress.

Tho lifo-roeord of 5.*tboi Rev. Sir 
Henry Bate Dudley, Meheiidnvy of 
VAy, Rector of ]3nidweIl-ju."cta-Maro, 
Essex, and of AV^illiugbam, Oanibridgo- 
shiro," was as follows: Born in I74(>, 
and educated nt Queen's College, 0.\- 
ford, Mr. Bate — for sneli was then his 
namo-bocame in 1770 curate of Lcatb- 
ortield, in Surrey, where he had jilciity 
of opiiortunitj', upon the neighboring 
race-course of Epsom , for indulging 
his propensity toward tho turf. But 
ha'ving, in .addition to sijorting, con- 
sidorablo literary and political asjiira- 
tions, ho became, in 177.^, thoorojn-ie- 
tor of the "Morning Post," whence «i 
cousoquoiice of a dissngreemont with 
Ills partners, lie v.-itbdrew to establish, 
in 1780, the -'irorning Herald," which 
for a considnrablo time became the or- 
gan of tho Prince of Wales' party. 
Among its contributors were Itieliard 
Fox, Kieliard Briiisley Sheridan, F.d- 
muudBurko, and others. But Mr. 
Bate was not satisfied with being a 
journalist alone. Ho soon became 
known a:s adram-itisL, and his prodiie- 
tions, among which "Tho i'lileli of 
Bacon" was the most .'uiccessful, were 
poinilarin his (5wii day. Having realized 
considerable sums of money by his 
journalistio and di-nmatic exertions, he 
next took to graver literature, and dis- 
tinguished liiinself not only by his 
own pijlitieal jmuiplduts, but also liy 
heing the ste;uly ]):iti-i)n of \)<j J.ioline, 
author of tho \\()ll-kiio',vn woik upon 
the "English C!(3iistitntioii. '' In 1781, 
having succeeded to an eatatoleft him 
by n, friend, wlio )'equired that he 
eliould take the luune of "Diulloy," lie 
purchased the advowson of tho living 
of Bradwell, in Essex, subject to the 
the life of an aged incumbent. Brad- 
well had been shamefully neglected; 
there was no resident minister; the 
church had been suflVrcLl to goto ruin; 
and the sea broke over tho low grounds 
of tho jiarish. Ho sj-.ent ne/irly ,£;!U,- 
000 in restoriug the churcb, rebuild- 
ing tho free school nnd parsonage, 
draining tho glebe laud, and erecting 
a fiea-wall. The great agricultural 
writer of the last century, Arthur 
Youug, devoted an essay to Brad well, 
concerning which ho said that "at the 
head of modern embankers and agri- 
culturalists stands the Bov. H. B. 
Dudley." Having said this much to 
his credit, it remains for us to add that 
he fought three duels, of which one 
was justified in public oiiinion by bis 
having protected a woman from the in- 
sults of ruffian, wdio called him into 
the field. In addition bo wai the most 
HiicceHsful brooder of greyhounds in 
his day, and also kept a ]):ick of fox 
hounds, and bred tlioi-iiii-^hl)r('d slock 
In 1818 Bate Dudley was created a 
Baronet, by reason of what was xthen 
regarded as his jidmirablo discharge 
of his many public duties. After a 
long and active life, Sir Ileniy died at 
Cheltenham, in 1824, at the ago of 78.

Ancient Trees iu Hovada 

In the bottom of tiu! main shaft of the 
VirginisCity (Vml ('(iniuany, J-'.l Dorado 
Ottuon, Lyon County, has been cncoun- 
tored the trunk of a treo four feet in diir- 
metflr, a lone relic of an nnciont and ex- 
tinct forest. Where cut through by tho 
shaft this old tree is found to !);,■ iiei feet- 
ly carbonized — tiirnod into coal. (Jatside 
the log is conipletidy cru-.led over with 
iron pyrites, many of which riro po bright 
tluttbo orystuls shino like diamonds. 
These pyrites also extend into the bod^- 
of the log, filling what were aFparently 
once cracks or wind»8hakos, and evon 
forming clusters about -ndiut was oneo 
tho heart of the tree. This relic of an 
old tinao forest lies far below the two 
veins of coal the ounii).vny aro about to 
open. The finding of this old trunk is 
evidoaco that the oouutry was at one 
time, agos and ages ago; covered by a 
forest of largo trees, though tho native 
timber growth, when the country was 
first visited by tho -whitOH, and as far back 
as the tiaditioiis of tho Indians e.xteud, 
was but a scrubby sjipeirs of nnt pine. A 
lo-w miles fi-o)n the shail ia which this 
CArbonired treo was found are to be seen 
on the surface tlio petrifie I roinains of 
many largo trees. In the early day.^ of 
Wishoo, before tho ])rospc(-tors had' bro- 
ken lliem \\\) for specimens, pii'ces of 
tree-trunks two cr three feet iu diaine!er 
.111(1 twenty or tliirty fi'otin lenghth v/ero 
to bo Roen iqion tlu^ furface of tlie ground. 
Howevar, those ti-'os, a:i.l even tho one 
found in the bottom uf loo sliaft of tho 
coal runs, may have, c jiuj from tho foot 
hills of the Bierr.% Nevada MountaiiiH — 
may have drifted out when seas of wator 
every where covered our piescuit valleys. 
Tlio water liiifi vinMu on tho hills show 
tli.at Ihe whole ouiiti r was iillu,l with 
lukes, nnd the petrified troi!S lying hero 
ami there on on the surface of the ground 
probably flouted out on the wateis of Iho 
extinct lakes, and finally sunk to the bot- 
tom in the places where they aro iiow 
fouud. — Viri/iiiia Cit// KultM-prim'..
